kids who went on to play in high school and 
college. It is also a very good feeling to run into 
kids who played for me at one time or another 
who are now leading very successful adult 
lives." 

The AAA became well-known throughout 
the region for its participation in the Suburban 
Basketball League beginning in 1983 with the 
boys and then in 1984 with die girls. 

That first girls’ team was one of Hersey’s best 
ever.

Hersey’s teams over the years won between 
35-40 championships, and two New England 
Catholic Youth Organizadon (CYO) dtles. 

Three of his former players, Jeff Peterson, 
Barbara Maloni, and Lori Desimone, went on 
to be named as the most outstanding players in 
Western Mass, in basketball while playing for 
AHS. 

Over the course of time, Hersey received sev¬ 
eral awards for his cledicadon to the game. The 
first was a “Distinguished Service Award” from 
the AAA in 1975; in 1992, he received a 
“Sportsmanship Award” at a tournament held 
in Belchertown; and in 1994, the Massachusetts 
Association of Athletic Directors presented him 
with a “Distinguished Service Award” for his 
contributions to youth basketball in Western 
Mass.

The “Brown Bag” session will also include rep¬ 
resentatives from MassMedLine and PDA/USA, 
organizations that aid patients in finding afford¬ 
able prescription medications, various discount 
cards, industry sponsored patient assistance pro¬ 
grams and by recommending more affordable 
generic drugs to help relieve the burden of med¬ 
ication expenses. 

Representative Keenan will also speak about 
Medicare’s new prescription drug discount pro¬ 
gram and recent changes to the Medicare and 
Medicaid system.

More On Skin Cancer 

Are you planning your summer vacation? 
I’m sure that you don’t want to hear me lec¬ 
ture about the damage that the sun can do 
to your skin. In the past two weeks I have 
explained about skin cancer and how 
important sun protection is. I feel it my duty 
to mention this subject every sun season, 
just like a mother telling the ones she cares 
about to bundle up in the winter! I do care, 
and want to pass along any helpful informa¬ 
tion I can so that you may make informative 
and important skin safety decisions. 

There are some skin preparation plans 
that should be considered before frolicking 
off into the sunshine. Number one, never 
have an exfoliating facial or a skin peel 
before your vacation. This process removes 
the top layer of skin, your first line of 
defense against the sun, and will cause the 
skin to become more photosensitive. Peels 
also speed up water loss and dehydration is 
not what you want happening to your face. 
Consider giving your face a vacation from 
all acids (i.e. AHA’s) and retinoids at least 
one week before vacation. A good hydrating 
facial will help to prepare your skin to 
accept protective vitamins and minerals. It 
takes less than a week of daily topical appli¬ 
cation of these vitamins and minerals to 
strengthen the skin, protect against free 
radicals, increase the protection of sun¬ 
screen application, assist the enzyme repair 
processes, and protect the capillaries. 

The body should also be considered. This 
skin is a little less sensitive than the skin on 
our face so a gentle exfoliating body scrub 
is a great start. This will leave the skin 
smooth and able to benefit from a good 
moisturizer. Consider all waxings to be done 
a few days before going in the sun to give 
the skin time to regroup before the attack 
of UV rays. Invest in a gentle body wash and 
a rich body lotion (avoid the ingredient 
sodium lauryl sulfate, commonly found in 
drug store brands). Don’t forget to use sun¬ 
screen (broad-spectrum), more is better, 
and often if you are in the elements. 

Some vitamins to 
consider for your skin 
are Vitamin A: to reg¬ 
ulate growth of epi¬ 
dermal cells, increase 
elasticity and thicken 
the dermis, Vitamin 
C: neutralizes free 
radicals, stimulates 
collagen production, 

Vitamin E: powerful 
anti-oxidant, deep 
moisturizer, repairs 
the epidermal barrier, 

Vitamin B5: aids in tis¬ 
sue repair and pro¬ 
motes wound healing, 

Zinc: initiates DNA 
repair and replica¬ 
tion, encourages cell 
division, protects cap¬ 
illary elasticity, pro¬ 
motes skin healing 
and immunity.

MISTAKEN IDENTITY 

On the first Palm Sunday, crowds of peo¬ 
ple enthusiasticallv greeted Jesus Christ as 
He journeyed towards Jerusalem. They 
cheered wildly, even tossing their own 
cloaks on the road to create an early ver¬ 
sion of “the red carpet treatment.” The 
crowds hailed Jesus with shouts of 
“Hosanna!” The people in the crowd all 
said the same thing, but did they all mean 
the same thing? 

As they approached Jerusalem and came to 
Bethphage and Bethany at the Mount of Olives, 
Jesus sent two of His disciples, saying to them, 
“Go to the milage ahead of you, and just as you 
enter it, you will find a colt tied there, which no 
one has ever ridden. Untie it and bring it here. 
If anyone asks you, 'Why are you doing this?’ 
tell him, ‘The Lord needs it and will send it 
back here shortly. ’ “ 

They went and found a colt outside in the 
street, tied at a doorway. As they untied it, 
some people standing there asked, “What are 
you doing, untying that colt?" They answered 
as Jesus had told them to, and the people let 
them go. When they brought the colt to Jesus 
and threw their cloaks over it, He sat on it. 

Many people spread their cloaks on the road, 
while others spread branches they had cut in 
the fields. Those who went ahead and those 
who followed shouted, “Hosanna!" “Blessed is 


he who comes in the name of the Lord!” 
“Blessed is the coming kingdom of our father 
David!” “Hosanna in the highest!” 

Some of the people who were calling out 
“Blessed is the coming kingdom of our father 
David!” were hoping that Jesus would lead 
them in a revolution against the Roman 
government and help them to restore 
Israel as an independent country. They 
longed for the glory days of King David’s 
reign. If they had had their way, history 
books would have described them as patri¬ 
ots. Instead, they are remembered as 
zealots, whose tactics included terrorism. 

Others in the crowd might have hoped 
that Jesus would be a reformer of their reli¬ 
gious culture. The religious leaders of 
Jesus’ day were as much crafty politicians as 
they were anything else. In contrast to 
many of the Rabbis and Teachers, Jesus was 
known to speak with authority and to act 
with compassion towards ordinary people. 
“Blessed is he who comes in the name of the 
Lord!” How comforting it must have been 
to think that Jesus could emerge as the new 
religious leader. 

No doubt there were some people in the 
crowd that day who did not have the slight¬ 
est clue as to who Jesus was or what He 
might be about. All they knew was that an 
exciting celebrity was there, and they were 
all too happy to join in with everybody else. 
“Hosanna, ” whatever that means. 

All sorts of people, with varying expecta¬ 
tions, greeted Jesus that day. There was no 
way that Jesus could please them all, or live 
up to all their expectations. That’s because 
many of the people that day wanted Jesus 
to be who or what they wanted, or perhaps 
needed, Him to be. It might not have 
occurred to some of them, or even mat¬ 


tered to others, that Jesus was His own per¬ 
son. 

Two thousand years later, it is still all too 
easy for some people to have the same kind 
of struggles with Jesus Christ. Jesus has 
been characterized in more than one way 
by the so called professionals. Sometimes 
He is thought of as a social reformer. Some 
politicians embrace Him for their own 
agendas. He has also even been mis-charac- 
terized by some theologians as a misguided 
prophet, who inadvertently was martyred. 

On a personal level, we might be con¬ 
fused about Jesus as well. We may wish Him 
to be “Jesus, Solver of My Problems.” We 
might need Him to be, “Jesus, Healer of My 
Wounds” (personal or physical). We might 
think of Him as “Jesus, Who Makes Me Feel 
Good.” It should not surprise us that Jesus 
can be all that and more, but He is not only 
one thing or another. Before any of that, 
He must first of all be our Savior and our 
Lord. It has been said that “if Jesus is not 
Lord of all, He is not Lord all.” 

Of all historical figures, it seems that 
none is more subject to mistaken identity 
than Jesus Christ. That was true on that 
first Palm Sunday. It can still true today, but 
it doesn’t have to'be. The Book of Hebrews 
sums up Jesus succinctly, when it describes 
Him this way: The Son is the radiance of 
God’s glory and the exact representation of His 
being. 

Just as many, if not most, of the people in 
the crowd that day would soon become dis¬ 
illusioned with Jesus, and even turn against 
Him, so too might we become disillusioned 
with Him. That can happen all too easily, if 
we try to make Him to be who or what we 
want Him. to be, rather than accepting Him 
on His own terms.

School is out and it’s time for 
many kids to head off to sleepaway 
camp for a summer of fun, new friends 
and taking everything the Great 
Outdoors has to offer. While living 
away from home for a few weeks can 
be a great opportunity for children to 
develop independence and social skills, 
new campers may find the idea of 
being away from home surrounded by 
new faces scary.

However, despite the fears or 
tears, parents should resist the urge to 
hop in the car immediately and drive 
to the mountain - to rescue their home¬ 
sick youngsters. Most children can 
overcome their feelings with a little 
time and >ome help from Mom or Dad. 
Following ar< a few pointers to help 
children overcome their homesickness: 

* Emphasize the positive aspects

Participating in activities 
with other children, especially ones 
that are physically oriented, can help 
alleviate the “sleepaway camp blues.” 

:: Stay in touch by letter, phone or 
e-mail. It’s important that children 
know that their parents aren’t sending 
them away because they don’t care.

“Hi" on a postcard can work wonders. 
Ask family and friends to write so that 
children receive even more mail. 

* Provide writing paper and self- 
addressed stamped envelopes so chil¬ 
dren can write home with ease.

Shoulder, arm and

When your shoulder, arm, or hand is painful, 
stiff, or does not function properly, you quickly 
realize bow much you depend on the flexibility and 
mobility of this extremity for normal activities. 

The brain “talks” to the rest of the body through 
a vast telecommunications system made up of 
nerves. Nerves come out of the brain in a large 
bundle called the spinal cord, travel down our 


backs inside the spinal column, and exit at differ¬ 
ent levels. Some exit from the neck to go to our 
throat or heart, while others exit in our lower back 
to go to our legs, adrenals, bladder or other 
organs. 

Some nerves go straight to their point of desti¬ 
nation but some first mix with others to form com¬ 
plicated nerve networks called a plexus. 

We have a number of these nerve plexuses in 
our body: the cervical plexus on each side of our 
neck; the brachial plexus near our shoulders; the 
solar plexus near our stomach; and many, many 
others both large and small. 

The brachial plexus is made up of nerves which 
come out of the middle and lower neck and upper 
back. After they interconnect to form the brachial 
plexus, they branch off to supply different areas, 
especially the shoulder, arms, elbows, wrists, hands, 
and fingers. 

The most common form of brachial plexus 
problem occurs as the nerves exit from between 
the spinal vertebrae. If the openings become small¬

Exercise Your ‘Power” With A Power-of-Attorney (Part 2 
of 2) 

Tom and Jane have been married for 50 years. 
They have enjoyed a happy marriage including the 
joys of parenthood through their son. Dennis. 
Through the years, Jane developed Alzheimer’s and 
Tom became her caregiver. Suddenly, Tom had a- 
Stroke and was in the hospital on life support. Their 
son, Dennis, knows that his father’s wish was to be 
kept off of life support but he is powerless to do any¬ 
thing.

Divorce - Gambling - Dissipation of Estate 

Where a Probate 8c Family Court judge, having 
found that a divorced defendant incurred $400,000 in 
gambling losses during his marriage, treated $40,000 
of those losses as dissipation of marital assets and 
accordingly ordered the defendant to pay $40,000 to 
the plaintiffs ex-wife to account for that “waste,” the 
Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) found no abuse of dis¬ 
cretion and accordingly affirmed the judge’s order. 

The SJC reasoned that “applying principles of equi¬ 
table distribution, various courts have found no dissi¬ 
pation in a spouse’s gambling. However, that finding 
of dissipation has not been predicated on some inher¬ 
ent feature of gambling (either lawful or unlawful) but 
rather on the circumstances of the gambling activity in 
question - its timing, the gambler’s intent to deprive 
the other spouse, and the resulting inability to meet 
financial obligations to the other spouse - that make it 
equitable for the gambling spouse to bear the brum of 
the losses that he or she has incurred.” 

“The specific facts of the husband’s gambling in this 
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ty as well. 

The last thing you expect after paying homeown¬ 
ers’ premiums for years is that your insurance cover¬ 
age is not adequate to rebuild your home in case of a 
total loss.

However, if one partner suffers from declining 
health, it might make sense to reconsider this deci¬ 
sion and appoint another trusted individual. As our 
fictitious example illustrates, a health crisis can arise 
without warning. 

Q. Can I revoke my power-of-attorney if I change 
my mind about the person I’ve appointed as agent? 

A. Yes. You can revoke a power-of-attorney at any 

case do not support characterizing his entire $400,000 
loss as a dissipation of assets for purposes of an equi¬ 
table division of property pursuant to G.L. c.208, §34. 

“The husband’s gambling occurred throughout the 
parties’ marriage - it was not something that started in 
response to the breakdown of the marriage or in antic¬ 
ipation of divorce. There is no suggestion that the hus¬ 
band intended to deprive the wife of her share of the 
marital estate, or that he gambled away the money 
rather than see \t go to her. 

“At no time was the husband derelict in his support 
of the wife and children - to the contrary, the wife and 
children were more than comfortably provided for at 
all times, leading *an upper class lifestyle,’ with college 
and graduate education for the children. 

“And, notwithstanding the magnitude of the hus¬ 
band’s gambling losses, the marital estate to be divided 
now supplies the wife with ample means to maintain 
that same ‘upper class lifestyle’ following divorce. 

“Thus, the husband’s gambling losses did not and 
will not undermine the family’s financial security or 
cause sacrifices in their high standard of living. 

“Finally, while the wife did not herself participate in 
her husband’s gambling, she was aware of it for many 
years and, whatever concerns she may have harbored 
about it, there is no evidence that she did anything to 
protest it 

“On these facts, the husband’s gambling was not a 
form of ‘conduct’ that harmed the marriage, nor did 
it prevent him from making a very substantial financial 
‘contribution’ to the marital estate. As such, the judge 
did not err in refusing to treat the entirety of the gam¬ 
bling losses as dissipation.

“The order dividing the marital property in these 
proportions does not condone the husband’s gam¬ 
bling, but merely recognizes, as it must, the actual role 
that gambling played in the husband’s over-all contri¬ 
bution to the marital estate. 

“While society may have a significant interest in 
punishing and deterring tlfe conduct in which this 
husband engaged, the division of marital property 
under §34 is not a mechanism for exacting that pun¬ 
ishment or effecting deterrence. Had the husband’s 
gambling resulted in damage to the family’s well¬ 
being, or had it been intended to deprive the wife of 
her rightful share of the estate, the treatment of that 
gambling under the §34 factors would presumably 
have been very different. ... 

“However, the equitable division of marital property 
deals in the reality of the parties’ past conduct and 
contributions and their present situation and needs, 
not in hypothetical, abstract, or judgmental considera¬ 
tion of how a spouse’s shortcomings - or even unlawful 
behavior - might have harmed the other spouse or the 
family’s interests. 

“On the facts of this case, the husband’s gambling 
losses, despite their magnitude, did not adversely 
affect the family, and the application of the §34 factors 
did not compel the judge to make an even larger 
adjustment to the division of marital property in favor 
of the wife.”

Or just perhaps the person is so attracted to 
the abuser that she is willing to accept the abuse or 
tells herself that she is just imagining it. And some¬ 
times, the abused knows that the situation is not 
right, but is afraid to tell anyone what is happening 
because she is ashamed, embarrassed or afraid to 
do so. 

In addition to the above, sometimes the person 
may have been made fun of by other peers and par¬ 
ents so when the abuser chooses to abuse, the vic¬ 
tim feels that she is deserving of the verbal exple¬ 
tives and other negative happenings. Many times 
people may think that abuse is their fault, but that’s 
not true. Regardless of the situation, no one 
deserves to be abused. 

When an abusive relationship does happen, 
there are several things you can do. Tell someone 
you trust about it, call a hotline to Find out what to 
do, and/or seek counseling to help you get 


through it. Remember you are a worthwhile per¬ 
son. You deserve respect. You should be allowed to 
speak your mind and to feel comfortable in a rela¬ 
tionship. Trust your instincts. If something doesn’t 
feel quite right, even if you can’t put your finger on 
it, pay attention to your feelings. Think about 
what’s going on. Really look at the issues and get 
out of the relationship if it is not a healthy one. 

Reach out for help and don’t feel ashamed. You 
did not go into a relationship to be abused; you 
had no idea it would happen, but now that it is 
happening reach out for help and allow yourself 
the opportunity to be in a safe place with someone 
who admires you, respects you and can make you 
feel safe and complete. Never feel you need to 
make excuses for your date. If he embarrasses you, 
if he causes you pain emotionally and/or physically, 
he needs no excuses. Instead, you need to assess 
the situation and realize that it is time to leave. 


An abuser often asks for just one more chance. 
“It won’t happen again, 1 promise.” But it most like¬ 
ly will happen again and you should not wait 
around to find out that it will. Tell the perpetrator 
to seek help, to correct his ways and then maybe 
you will discuss seeing him again. But be wary. 
Change does not happen overnight and many 
abusers never change. 

Avoid drinking and drugging. They don’t cause 
violence but they certainly make it more likely to 
occur. You may think that using will make you be 
able to cope better, but just the opposite is true. 
Actually, using dulls your senses and causes you not 
to view the situation clearly, and then you choose to 
stay in an unhealthy relationship. 

Remember, it’s your life and your life is special. 
You are special, so make sure you are treated in a 
manner that makes you feel special. Make sure you 
avoid dangerous dating!!!

Agawam High baseball Coach Pete Clark 
has been busy these days. It’s his seventh year at 
the helm of the Brownie nine and also his sev¬ 
enth season of spring practice. He is once again 
the mentor of a Western Mass Champion dub. 
(The Brownies won the crown convincingly in 
2003. They did the same thing in 1999.) 

So, he isn’t a stranger to the highs and lows 
of Western Mass high school baseball. 
Ironically, graduation is usually a low point. 
Talented kids move on while the quality of the 
program they leave seems to moves down. He 
doesn’t think that right now despite his losses, 
which are big. 

“Four are gone. They are really outstanding 
kids. All contributed. Everyone had their place 
in the spotlight last season,” he noted. Dave 
Bienia has gone on to Division II University of 
New Haven. The swift centerfielder skillfully 
patrolled his turf and developed one as of the 
best in the area at that position winning All- 
Scholastic honors by batting .387 with 17 RBIs. 

All-Scholastic leftfielder and third baseman 
Mario Maloni (.314, 20 RBI, 17 stolen bases) 


went to Division III Fframingham State. 

Then they said so long to a true blue chip¬ 
per, Matt Rheault. Rheault was All-Scholastic 
and named as the “Most Outstanding Player” in 
the region (with Westfield pitcher Bobby 
Carrington) by The Sunday Republican. 
Rheault, who is going to Teikyo Post, earned 
the accolades. He hit .406; batted in 25, stole 13 
bases and had a .533 OBP, plus 28 runs. It has 
to hurt losing those numbers. 

Coach Clark’s son, Joe, who saw duty at sec¬ 
ond and on the mound as a steady leader under 
pressure, went to Trinity College in 
Connecticut. 

What makes Agawam a good program is its 
depth. They are looking at some fine talent on 
this year’s squad as they get ready to defend 
their crown. 

Hitting helped last year. The Brownies had 
an overall .313 team batting average and 
banged out seven homeruns. That ability to 
capitalize on the old baseball adage - take a 
round bat and a round ball and hit it square - 
suited them well during the final half of the 
2003 season. 

They went on a 12-game winning streak, 


and got into the playoffs as the number one 
seed, blew through the tournament in impres¬ 
sive fashion, beating Cathedral in the quarters, 
17-0, and Comp in a semifinal battle, 18-4. 
Then they beat tough second-seeded Westfield 
in the finals 8-3. 

The dream ended for the Brownies at 
Chicopee’s Szot Park on Thursday, June 12 as 
they lost in the state semifinals, 6-4 to Central 
Mass Champion Marlboro. Agawam finished 17- 
3, first in the Valley League and 20-4 overall on 
the 2003 season after the playoffs. 

Clark admitted that it’s too early in the sea¬ 
son to get a starting roster set. But some kids 
are getting careful looks. And some outstanding 
ones have come back boasting nice resumes 
from 2003. 

Pitching along with hitting usually has to be 
the story of a baseball team. It was for the 
Brownies last year. They were led by two All- 
Scholastic performers - righthander Jeff 
Neilsen and lefty Justin Perry. Both seniors now 
were like bookends then. Neilsen had a 7-1 
record, a 0.93 ERA, struck out 56 in 59 innings

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Agawam High Girls'Track Seeking To Find New Identity In 2004 


With the loss of the Class of 2003, the 
bread and butter group for Coach Dan Pryce 
and the Agawam High girls’ track team for the 
past two or three years, the coach is hoping 
several veteran returnees who’ve been around 
for a while can step up and fill the void. 

Pryce is also counting on returning letter 
winners and some new faces to fill in the 
blanks as well. 

“It’s really too early to tell what we’ve got,” 
Pryce said. “We really haven’t had any time on 
our track so far except for Tuesday (March 
30th). And rain is in the forecast for March 
31st through April 2nd and that will just put us 
farther behind in terms of time trials and 
being able to use the jumping pits.” 

Pryce is concerned about the unforeseen 
acceleration of the 2004 schedule. The 
Brownies were originally slated to open the 
season on April 14th vs. Holyoke. But a glitch 
has moved things up to Wednesday, April 7th 
over on Longmeadow’s all-weather track. This 
league meet was originally set for April 22nd. 

“We will just have to deal with it and work 
extra hard to get things ready,” Pryce added. 

No doubt, this year is a duplicate of the 
last two years - Amherst Regional, the two-time 
defending sectional champs, again is the top 
dog with everyone else chasing. 

It will be difficult for the Brownies to 
replace three of the program’s staples - three¬ 
time All-Scholastic choices Kaitlin Sardella, 
Andrea Babbin, and two-timer Danielle Cirillo. 


Sardella is the all-time school record-holder in 
five events, including the 800 meters which has 
been her domain over the past three springs. 

Babbin, an outstanding, versatile athlete, 
ran the 100 meters and long jumped, but was 
one of the best in Western Mass, in the pole 
vault (second last year; first the year before). 
She holds the school record in the pole vault. 
Babbin and Sardella are running track for 
Division II Southern Connecticut State 
University in New Haven. 

Cirillo, probably the team’s best overall 
performer, long jumped, triple jumped, ran 
the 300 meter hurdles, and ran the fastest leg 
on the 4 x 400 meter relay (school record). 
Cirillo holds three school records (300 meter 
hurdles and spring medley relay are the other 
two). Cirillo played soccer for Southern 
Connecticut State University last fall. 

Also gone are Jodi Pfau, a very dependable 
800 meter runner who scored all four years at 
Western Mass; sprinter Becky Carey; all-around 
performer Shannon McDyer; long jumper 
Katie Baum (on the University of Tampa 
women’s track team); and Kristen Strole 
(weights). 

“We also lost several other seniors who 
were.good team players who were able to score 
points for us in the regular season meets,” 
added Pryce.
